Dear  Mayor  Christopher: 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  I96I  regular  session  of  the  California  State 
Legislature  we  reported  on  the  growing  tendency  of  the  Legislature,  especially 
the  Assembly’-,  to  concern  itself  with  those  matters  that  in  former  years  were 
considered  the  sole  province  of  local  government.  This  tendency  manifested 
itself  to  an  even  greater  degree  during  the  I963  session  just  concluded  with 
the  result  that  San  Francisco's  representatives  devoted  the  major  portion  of 
their  time  assisting  in  the  defeat  of  legislation  considered  inimical  to  the 
interests  of  San  Francisco,  These  bills  included  legislation  that  would  have 
determined  work  hours  of  firemen;  arbitration  of  wages,  salaries  and  working 
conditions  of  firemen;  state  civil  service  for  firemen;  the  prohibition  of 
police  and  fire  department  mergers;  minimum  salaries  and  thirty  days  vacation 
for  police  and  firemen  and  other  measures  affecting  the  protective  services 
and  retirement  benefits. 

In  addition,  efforts  were  made  to  amend  the  building  inspection  code  and 
various  sections  of  the  health  and  safety  code  which  would  have  taken  inspection 
out  of  local  hands.  A bill  was  offered  which  would  have  made  county  welfare 
directors  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  State  Welfare  Board, 

Two  bills  under  the  terms  of  which  San  Francisco  would  have  suffered  a 
substantial  annual  tax  loss  died  in  the  Senate  Committee  on  Revenue  and  Taxa- 
tion, One  was  A.B.  316,  Veneman  and  Vfaldie,  which  would  exempted  from  personal 
property  taxes  all  imported  raw  materials.  Passage  of  this  bill  wauld  have 
resulted  in  a $750,000  annual  tax  loss,  according  to  the  assessor.  The  second 
was  A.B.  1569,  Waldie,  which  would  have  exempted  onOy  coffee  from  the  personal 
property  tax  and  would  have  resulted  in  a #400,000  annual  tax  loss. 

In  all,  the  City  of  San  Francisco  opposed  118  bills  and  4 Constitutional 
Amendments  introduced  in  the  Assembly,  and  29  bills,  2 Constitutional  Amendments 
and  1 Concurrent  Resolution  in  the  Senate.  It  opposed  157  measures  and  suppci’t- 
ed  149»  The  total  number  of  bills  upon  which  the  City  of  San  Francisco  express- 
ed official  po3jLcy  was  306, 

It  can  be  said  that  the  City  of  San  Francisco  fared  well  at  the  hands  of 
the  1963  Legislature,  This  was  due  to  the  cooperation  of  the  San  Francisco 
Legislative  Delegation  under  the  Chainnanship  of  Senator  J Eugene  McAteer  and 
including  Assemblymen  Edward  M,  Gaffney,  Charles  W.  Meyers,  Phillip  Burton, 
Milton  Marks  and  John  F,  Foran. 
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Included  among  the  bills  supported  by  San  Francisco  and  already  signed 
into  law  are: 

S.B,  344,  Collier,  Chapter  1852.  Increases  gasoline  tax  1 cent  and  raises 
other  highway  users  taxes  proportionately,  the  money  to  bo  earmarked  solely  for 
city  streets  and  county  roads  on  a one  for  two  matching  bases.  Estimations  are 
that  this  will  bring  San  Francisco  a minimum  of  |i2, 600,000  extra  a year  for 
city  streets.  Also  provides  for  a county  to  levy  a one-half  of  one  percent 
vehicle  license  tax  on  all  vehicles  registered  in  the  county,  the  money  to  be 
used  by  the  county  for  assisting  any  city  or  district  rapid  transit  operation, 

S.B,  636,  Short,  Chapter  2037.  This  is  an  amendment  to  the  Short-Doyle 
Act  and  should  bring  at  least  !|300,000  a year  to  the  City's  mental  health 
clinics. 

S.B,  1294,  McAteer.  Chapter  1711.  Raises  from  ^25,000  to  350,000  the 
amount  of  money  the  treasurer  may  retain  from  collection  of  inheritance  taxes 
in  those  counties  where  such  collections  exceed  |8, 000, 000  a year, 

S.B.  1295,  McAteer,  Chapter  1776,  Requires  San  Francisco  Port  Authority 
to  request  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  provide  zoning  ordinances 
for  property  the  Authority  intends  to  lease, 

S.B.  1628,  McAteer.  Chapter  1946,  Provides  for  repayment  to  the  City  cind 
Coimty  of  San  Francisco  funds  advanced  by  the  City  as  its  share  of  the  organi- 
zational expenses  of  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  and  Highway  District.  The  original 
amomt,  in  excess  of  $400,000,  plus  interest,  should  ultimately  return  to  Sam 
Francisco  approximately'-  $1,000,000. 

A.B,  1550,  Foran,  Chapter  1273*  Authorizes  the  State  Lands  Commission  to 
sell  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  at  a figure  to  be  determined  by 
an  independent  appraiser,  all  the  street  areas  in  the  Hunters  Point  Reclamation 
District  provided  that  other  exit  routes  are  made  available, 

A.B,  1551,  Foran,  Chapter  941.  Grants  title  to  the  City  of  San  Francisco 
in  certain  Marina  lands  for  park,  aquatic  and  playground  purposes, 

A.B.  2401,  Marks,  Chapter  1298,  Authorizes  San  Francisco  to  lease  certain 
lands  held  by  it  in  trust  for  20  years  instead  of  10  years  for  the  purpose  of 
developing  and  promoting  aquatic  sport. 

A.B,  2895,  Foran,  Chapter  1409.  Amends  Section  2185  of  the  Ci-vil  Code 
exempting  common  carrier  vehicles  operated  by  cities  from  the  code  provision 
prohibiting  overloading  of  such  vehicles. 

S.B.  42,  Chapter  I68I,  S.B.  43,  Chapter  1715.  S.B.  44,  Chapter  1682. 

S.B.  45,  Chapter  1683 . S.B.  47,  Chapter  I684.  (Cobey)  These  bills  set  up  the 
liability  of  public  entities  including  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  for 
negligent  action  while  performing  governmental  activities.  The  bills  were 
introduced  in  January  and  hearings  were  held  in  the  Senate  for  over  three  months 
on  an  average  of  once  a week  and  it  was  not  until  the  first  week  in  June  that 
conferences  were  completed  wherein  the  language  of  the  bills  were  agreed  upon 
by  the  proponents  and  the  public  entities.  The  City's  activities  at  the  heai>- 
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ings  on  these  bills  consumed  a great  deal  of  the  time  of  the  City's  representa- 
tives. While  the  bills  do  not  contain  all  of  the  siiggested  changes  offered  by 
the  City,  many  of  the  recommendations  were  accepted  by  tlie  author  or  the  commit- 
tees and  are  part  of  the  law  as  finally  enacted.  The  bills  will  have  a great 
deal  of  impact  upon  the  City  and  it  is  the  intent  of  the  Legislature  to  continue 
the  study  of  this  question  in  future  sessions  with  the  hope  that  public  entities 
will  record  their  experiences  under  the  new  law  and  make  constructive  suggestions 
as  to  changes  that  should  be  made. 

Assemblyman  Marks  and  Senator  McAteer  were  most  active  in  opposing  a move 
to  remove  the  Supreme  Court  from  San  Francisco  to  Sacramento,  A.B.  6,  introduced 
by  Assemblyman  Marks  and  co-authoried  by  Assemblymen  Gaffney,  Meyers,  Burton  and 
Foran,  expressing  a clear  legislative  intent  that  it  not  be  mandatory  for  the 
Supreme  Court  to  make  its  headquarters  in  Sacramento,  passed  both  houses  but  was 
vetoed  by  Governor  Brown.  In  the  Senate,  Senator  McAteer  introduced  a resolution 
of  a similar  nature.  The  matter  was  settled  when  an  appropriation  calling  for 
plans  for  a new  Supreme  Court  headquarters  in  Sacramento  was  stricken  from  the 
budget . 

The  regular  session  of  the  Legislature  adjourned  sine  die  on  June  21st 
after  turning  down  Governor  Brown's  tax  program  and  adopting  a "bare  bone" 
budget  tailored  to  meet  contemplated  revenues.  This  meant  that  appropriations 
implementing  S.B,  636,  the  mental  health  bill  and  other  welfare  measures  as  well 
as  a #50,000  appropriation  for  the  alcoholic  rehabilitation  clinic  at  Presby- 
terian Hospital  was  stricken  from  the  budget.  However,  Governor  Brown  called 
the  Legislature  back  into  special  session  which  started  July  8th.  After  a some- 
what acrimonious  session,  which  last  four  weeks,  compromised  tax  bills  were 
passed  and  a supplemental  budget  which  included  restoration  of  the  above  items 
was  adopted. 

Also  adopted  during  the  special  session  was  A.B,  11,  Young,  a bill  provid- 
ing for  local  revenue  for  pay  television.  This  measure  was  similar  to  a.B.  3066, 
Petris  and  Young,  introduced  during  the  regular  session  and  which  we  reported  on 
May  14th  but  received  no  instructions,  A.B,  11  grants  a franchise  to  subscrip- 
tion television  corporations  to  engage  in  business  and  use  public  rights  of  way 
and  provides  that  a 1 percent  gross  receipts  tax  be  paid  the  State  and  1 percent 
to  cities  if  the  subscriber  lives  within  a city  or  to  counties  when  the  sub- 
scriber lives  in  an  unincorporated  area.  The  State  bears  full  cost  of  collection. 
Enforcement  of  this  act  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  State  Board  of  Equaliza- 
tion, A.B.  11  is  now  Chapter  5 and  becomes  effective  October  31,  1963. 

As  a closing  note,  we  again  urge  that  an  additional  deputy  city  attorney  be 
assigned  to  Sacramento  during  the  regular  legislative  session  in  order  that  San 
Francisco's  representatives  devote  less  time  to  office  routine  and  more  time  to 
direct  liaison  with  legislators.
